There are ainoug tho Crows a 'groat 


many white men who have married In- 
dian woman in order to pru-ompt a tract 
of land in tho reservation. Theso men 
are termed "squaw men," and in cafltt of 
serious trouble would provo valuable aux- 
iliaries to tho military, as it would b« to 
tholr interest to thin out the tribe as much 
as possiblo. 


The Crows havo boon humored and pot- 


ted so long by tho Government that they 
havo grown saucy, emoting and defiant 
Conciliatory measures hnvo boon used to- 
ward them until thoy look upon the white 
man with contempt, und tho only way 
loft to gain their respoct U through foar. 
If war it is it will bo of short duration, as 
one ongagemo nt will causo them to aue tor 
peace. The most thickly populated por- 
tion of their reservation Is in the valleys 
of tho Die; and Little Horn rivers, part of 
which I will endeavor to describe. 


The most direct route to reach this cour» 


try from St. Paul is by tho Northern Pa- 
cific railroad, leaving tho train at Custor 
Station, II. T., (or, as some call It, Terry's 
Landing, or t!ie cantonment on tho Yel- 
lowstone). Here you may take tho stazo 
for Fort Ouster, thirty-five mllos south. 
You pass but ono whito man's habitation 
between horo and the post, a small log 
cabin called tho "Half-way Ranch." 
It 


Is used as a stage station, where horios 
are changed and moiils furnished travel- 
ers. 
But little sign of human life is seen 


until a!tor you pass this place. The road 
to the post from Custer Station Is con- 
fined to tho valley ot tho Big Horn, Tho 
river is bordered by clumps of cotton- 
wood trees, among which you may occa- 
sionally obaorve a solitary "teepee," and 
it you approach closo enough you will 
be [greeted by a chorus of sharp yelps 
from numborloss curs or tho coyote brood. 


You will reach ono Hmall village of 


Crows within ten miles of tho post, com- 
posed for the most part of tho worst 
•element of tho tribe, who depend for 01- 
Istonco upon what thoy may bog or steal 
from tho inon-.bers of tho garrison, as

The movor f sols that after 
a weary tramp o£ a thousand miles or 
moro bo is ncnring his destination, and he 
given himself up to a tjood time, enjoys 
tb'o fresh Western air ho Is now breathing. 
The spot selected for a camp Is near a 
spring or on tho brink ot a brook. Vaca- 
tion hare, tho men and boys shoulder tho 
camp rifle, and tlio juck-rnbbics aro kopt 
busy avoiding load.

Tho number of troops habitually kopt In 


garrison at Custor consuls of flve troopu 
of cavalry and £om" companies o£ In- 
fantry, Colonel N. A. M. Dudley, First 
Cavalry, boing In command. 


Tho "agency is situated on tho Little 


Horn, about nine miles from tho post, In a 
very pleasant loca'.Ity. It Includes about 
ton buildings In all, agent's residence, 
store and storehouses. 


Tho Custer monument Is about two and 


one-half miles southwest of tao agency, 
about half a milo from tbo river, and situ- 
ntod at tho highest point of the foothills 
bordering it. This is tho spot whore Cus- 
ter and his gallant Seventh cavalry were 
massacred by Sitting Bull and his horde 
of Sioux Indians. 


About half a mile due west of tho monu- 


ment is a lonely gravo surrounded by an 
iron railing, marking the exact spot 
whoro one of tho most chivalrous and 
manly young ofllcora o£ tho service (ell. 
A plain inscription tells the wondorlne 
stranger that hero llos all that Ii mortal 
of Lieutenant J. J. Crittondon. 


The monument itsolC consists ot throe 


granito blocks, tha foundation stono bo- 
ing about threo foot thick by six square, 
the others tapering to a height of about 
fifteen foot, measuring threo feet across 
tho apex, tbe whole being Inclosed by an 
iron railing to preserve it from rolic hunt- 
ers. Upon tho north side is this inscrip- 
tion :

A Duluth pine-land explorer, who has 


recently returned from a trip .through 
Northern Michigan and Wisconsin, re- 
ports to tbe Duluth (JlinnO J oimial a 
custom among tho Indians which has been 
recently resurrected. While at a place 
called ''Birt-toat-serus," tho Indian moan- 
ing being where tho caribon die, near 
Portage Lako, ho camo across tho entirely 
nude bodies of throe Indian maiden. hang- 
Ing lifoloss from tho branches of a tree. 
An Indian cruide and hunter thon told him 
tho remarkable story of the ovonts in con- 
nection with these young squaws, Tho 
Indians of Birt-toat-sorus, fearing a re- 
moval to the Whito Earth resorvation, 
decided to try and evoke tho blessing and 
nid of tho Great Spirit, and so brought 
forth this old custom, which has long 
boon forgotton. Throe of the prettiest 
Indian girls In the band of Chippowas 
were then invited to a feast, and after re- 
ceiving tho attentions and adoration of all 
assembled wore invitod to partake of a 
draught of liquid which had boon pre- 
pared by tho modiciue men of tbo tribe. 
Without any knowledge of tho deadly 
nature ot tho liquid thoy drank and In a 
fow minutes wore beyond human assist, 
anco. For three days and nights the 
Indians then.hold a woird and exciting 
service over tho corpses and then buried 
them with all pomp and ceremony. Indian 
Agent Gregory is investigating the Affair 
and It is extremely probable that jome- 
thlne will bs done to punish the mur- 
dororsof these innocent victims of an old 
»nd barbarous custom.

in the world," said the largest dealer in 
New York to alTForW reporter. "Both 
thoir color and their song are tho results 
of breeding 
and training. 
Tbe wild 


canaries In their native isles are green, 
greenish yollow, or green and brown. 
Some tlmit in the sixteenth century thoy 
were brought to Europe and kept In cages. 
In a few generations they lost their wild 
habits and appearance. 
Thoy became 


yellow. This curious change also takes 
place in some othor birds. Tho little green 
Australian love-birds, or parakeets, will, 
If kopt in cages and interbred for ono or 
two generations, become yellow. 


"Now designs in canaries are regularly 


Introduced by dealers to moot tho demand 
for novelties. When the dealers aro at a 
loss a llttlo Judicious dyeing will often 
help them out. Thoy will supply orders 
in old gold, terra Tcotta, saffron, yellow 
and evon bright rod." 


"Rod canaries I" 
"Certainly. I'll tell you all about that, 


but first lot us take up'tho different kinds of 
canaries. Of course the common domos- 
tleatod birds are the first stop from the 
wild or green kind. In various countries 
thoso common blrdi havo beon brought up 
by caroCul breeding to different standards 
ot oxcollonce. Tho Germans, for instance, 
as a music-loving nation, devoted their 
entire attention to raising canaries for 
their singing qualities. Thoro is as much 
difference between a flnoly educated Ger- 
man canary and a common ono as there 
Is between Adellna Pattl and an ordinary 
concert hall ballad singer. 


In Bolgium canaries wore bred for shape 


and size, resulting in what is known as 
tbe Bolgian or long canary. Tho best 
specimens ol these stand very erect on 
tholr porches and have peculiar high 
shouldors, very much tho shape oE a 
vulture's. 
There are a 
dozoa points 


which 
dotormino 
tho highest stand- 


ard 
o£ the Bolgian 
canarios. 
Thoy 


must stand very erect, they must havo a 
certain length, their tails must drop quite 
perpendicularly, their shouldors must be 
high, out of all symmetry, and the whole 
bird must present a very slim appearanco. 
Their thin 
necks, 
slim legs, peculiar 


shonldors, small waists and lack of prac- 
tical usefulness make them tho dudss ot 
their race. Thoir song i» very inferior. 


'Then there aro tho French canaries 


Thoso are tbo same as tbo Belgians, ex- 
cept that thoir weight is greater 
They 


aro clumsier and thicker In appearance, 
and their feathers aro puffed out and in 
fiomo places turn tho wrong way. They 
have a thick frill of foathors on tho breast, 
something like the fluted shirt-fronts of 
£fty years ago, and they also have fluffy 
feathers on their lojs, liko thoso of a 
Cochin China chicken. Their song Is very 
Inferior. In splto of this want, however, 
thoro is a big demand tor both those and 
the Belgians, and enthusiastic collectors 
will spend hours in front of their cagos 
noting their points and picking out the 
most perfect birds. 


"In England there are many varieties of 


canarios, but thoy ara all poor songstors. 
There is the Norwich, which is larger 
than the common canary 'and of a bright 
gold color; tho -Manchester coppy,' which 
is the samo as tho Norwich, except that 
It has a largo crest ot topknot on Its hoad 
and tho gold and silver'lizard' canaries 
which are ot a poculiar pied and striped 
plumage. The latter have respectively a 
peculiar silver sheen or a golden luster 
over their plumage. Somo of them have 
greon and silver stripos. 
Thoir main 


peculiarity is, however, that thoy have a 
solid light gold or silver color on their 
heads as well defined from the rost of 
thoir plumago as tho tonsr.re on a monk's 
head. 


"Tho 'Yortshiro fancy' is another kind. 


Thoy are extremely largo canaries, with 
fluffy feathers. 
About two years ago a 


now variotv was iiitrodncod in Yorkshire 
—tho Cayonne-peppor-ted canarios. By 
fooding the old birds on a certain prepa- 
ration, which was mainly mado op of rod 
popper, the young, as they were hatched, 
became quite rod in color. The moro pop- 
per was givon tho parents the rodder wero 


10ir young. 
"Tho finest of all canaries, however, is 


ho St Andreosborg bird, so-called after 
ne of tho Hartz mountains, Germany, 
t. Andeasborg Is also tho name of a town 
f about four thousand inhabitants, tho 
rincipal industry of which Is raising 
anarios. Every one is in tho business 
hore, but there are certain breeders who 
ivo it moro particular care, and they havo 
groat reputation throughout Germany. 
t is almost impossiblo to import the very 
nest St. Andreasberg canaries to this 
ountry. They are snapped up by big 
Gorman fanciers, who will pay as high as 
our hundred or flvo hundred marks for a 
ood siogor. Think of o canary bird cost- 
ngSlSOl 


"Tho St. Androasborg trained canary Ii 
mailer and moro delicate thac ths com- 
mon bird, and it» plumage is not so bright 
and pretty. But its song Is perfection. 
5y judicious mating of birds of tho most

Then will como a roll— 
still very faint—In three octavos, first low, 
ihon higher and thon down again. • Grad- 
ually the tone increases la volume until 
t bursts forth In all its fulness. 


'Canarios havo their maostros. both 


luman and ot their own kind. Atacer- 
;ain ago tho young birds are placod in 
rooms where five old male singers are kopt 
in dark bosos mado of a poculiar wood, 
which acts liko the sounding-board of a 
piano, so as to give thdir songs a greater 
tulnoss. In these boles aro small air- 
iolos. When the front ot the boxes is 
taken off and light Is lot In thoso old pro- 
fessionals will begin to sing. Tho pupils 
listen attentively, and, balng vory imita- 
tive, soon loarn to sing that way too. 
When thoy have picked up all the Cno 
notes which the Instructor can give thorn, 
the owner will .have a fino iluto or pic- 
colo played in the room, a nightingale 
will bo allowed to sing to them and a 
wild forest bird will be occasionally in 
troducod.
